being almojt affured they ball be gainers ? 

Anfw. We need not eadeavour to prove the ill Con- 
fequences of fuch a Practice co Wile Perfons, it being 
well known how naturally it leads people to Paffion 
and Coveting ones Neighbours Goods: Tho’ were it 
poffible for a Man of a Coo] Temper to avoid thefe Evils, 
yet it gives him fuch a Levity of Mind as unfits him for 
a Virtuous Courfe of Life; upon thele and many other 
Confiderations its abfolutely unlawful to makea Liveli- 
hood of what is only allowable fometimes co be ufed for 
the Refrefhinent of our felves, when tired with Bufi- 
nefs. And its much more Lawful and Honourable for 
a Man to ferve for his Bread, than to live by any fitch 
indire@ Means. 


eft. 2. Whether Inn Keeters, Taverns and all forts 
of Publick Honfes, which in themfelves are not only necef]a- 
ry for the Publick, but of great neceffity to the Eonvenience 
all forts of Perfons, and a lawful Tride, were they only 
oMowed on needful Occafions, can be fo now, as they are 
corrupted, by muking their chief advantage on the Sins of 
others, and (o make it too often their Bufine(s to draw others 
ro Excels, though fo abfotutely forbidden by the ord of God, 
and feverely shreatned, yet fhall mamv Tears live under 
habitual Sins, and provoke others to do‘. 

Anjw. ’Tis not improbable but thi: as well as all 
other abufes may in time be reétified, and then their 
ufe will remain withoue any damage either to thole 
that keep them, or fuch who on their neceflary oc- 
cafions trequent them. 


Queft. 3. Flow that Text in Ezekiel, and many others, 
that faith, the Son fhall not bear the iniquity of the Father, 
can be reconciled with the Second Commandment, that [aish, 
God wil! Vifit the iniquity of the Fathers upon the Children, 
unto the third and fourth Generation ? 

Anfw. Inatier Retributions, the Child fhall undoubt- 
edly be either rewarded or punifhed according to 
his own, and not his Parents actions here ; tho’ a 
good Son may receivea temporal Mercy or Affiicti- 
on as an effect of che Parents virtuous or wicked Lite. 


Queft. 4. David faith in the Thirty feventh Pfalm, he 
never {rw the Righteous forfaken, nor his Seed begging their 
Bread ; whether it was jo bappy in bis days, Litterally or 
Comparitively, becaufe we fee infinite Numbers in all Ages 
of the Gofpel under great neceffity, that are very Pious 
Perfons, and bave never by any Improvidence brought them- 
felves into that Condition, and there are muiny Promifes 
in Scripture, thar fuch fhall not want any thing thar is good, 
and fhail inverit the Earth ? 

Anfw. By the righteous Man, David there means 
the good Man, fich an one as is charitable to his 
Neighbour, as appears by thofe verfes that both pre- 
cede and follow chis. Andconmon Eeperience fthows 
ws that thote perfons that have made it their bufinefs co 
do good co others, have not only been bleft ( for che 
generality ) in their pofterity, but alto in their Eftates ; 
Whenas many religious Perfons thro’ the defe’t of this 
duty, which is che greate‘t teftimony of a good Chrifti- 
@n, have by fome accideatal means wafted in their 


fub{tance, and not having made themfelves Friends 
during thelr Pleaty, mutt neceffarily reduce their 
pofterity to want. And God Almighty having found 
them fuch ill Stewards, transfers the truft to fuch as 
may make a better ule of it. 


Queft. 5. An Acquaintance of mine is im very grees 
Diftre{s, and to add to the unbuppine/s of bis tll Circwm- 
flances, be bas not ome Friend that will affijt him, nor knows 
bow 10 bope for any Redre/s ; baving wo one to advife with, 
the Nature of she thing being {uch that he is not wiling 
to Communicate it to fuch as might poffibly belp bim, for 
fear of difgracing bis inhumane Parents; upon which 1 per- 
{waded bim to {end bis Cafe to you, telling bim it was not 
improbable but your Opinions might have fome influence up- 
on his Relations, or that fome arguments which you mighs 
bring won'd make them more favourable to bim; to which 
he made no Reply, but that ‘twou'd offind them if they fhould 
come 10 know he dilcovered his Condition, and their Treat- 
ment, to any one, and sherefore wou'd not Confent to write 
to you. I have now waited ‘(ome Months to fee if they 
woud be any kinder, but underflanding they are fill the 
fame, refolved without bis knowledge to give you bis Gale 
as follows. His Father isa Man of great dealings and 
very rich, whereupon ha expected this Son of his thou'd 
have Marrieda good Fortune, io which he difappoint- 
ed him, by inconfiderately taking a wife with a ver 
{mall one, or none ; this did nota little difpleafe his 
Pareats, but they to aggravate his folly, affirm chat 
he is Marriedto a Whore. Upon which pretence, they

that aid Cheefe to eat: This the Parents know, yet 
feem nothing toucht, nor will do the leaft thing for 
them, unlefs hee’! abandon her. He is very well fagis- 
fied of her prefent and former honelty, and has en- 
deavour'd to prove to them that the Report proceed- 
ed from a groundlefs Malice ; but all he can do proves 
ineffectual, and tho’ both very young, fee no profpec 
of any better Fortune without a Seperation, which 
hee’! never yield to. 


Anfw. We are willing to offer what little we can 
towards his Relief, bute have buc very flender ho 
of ‘doing him any Service, where Nature and Reafon 
can’t prevail: That he has done ill in Marrying with- 
out his Parents Confent, we firppofe he is fenfible of, 
and has begged their pardon for it, which is all hecan 
now do. Andthey are as much obliged to forgive him, 
as he isto ask it, for we know not elfe how they 
can expect to be forgiven by God, who has only pro- 
mifed ic upon the fame Terms; Nor is it to be a ver- 
bal pardon, but fuch an one as che effeéts thal! thow 
to be hearty and fincere ; by ftill aéting the pare of 
a Parent, and promoting the Childs welfare. And 
this muft now be done by fettling him in fome way 
to provide for his family, not by feperating chem, 
except they are refolved co tell God Almighry they 
don’t believe his Curfe pronounced upon thole that 
part Man and Wife.
